From W aynesboro comes the report 
that the 
C h a m bersburg, 
Greencastle 
anti W aynesboro trolley company has 
had in view the probable extension in 
the future of their lines so as to con­ 
nect with Frederick, thereby form ing 
a complete trolley circuit through H a ­ 
gerstown, 
Waynesboro, 
Blue 
Ridge 
Sum m it and Frederick. The considera­ 
tion by the C. G. and W. of 
such 
a 
development 
naturally 
gives

favor to the project 
for the construc­ 
tion by the H a ge rstow n and 
Freder­ 
ick Railway Company of a line 
from 
T h u rm o n t to E m m itsb u rg , which has 
formally been asked by a 
delegation 
of prominent citizens

town. 
It was learned that executive 
offi­ 
cials of the IL and F. have talked over 
and considered the m a t t e r of the E m ­ 
m itsb u rg extension a t different times, 
but since the conference on T hursday 
formally brought up the question thw 
m a t t e r will now be given serious con­ 
sideration.
